Additional Backup Information

A request for the vacation of approximately 19,266 square feet of Whitis Avenue, between West Martin Luther King,
Jr. Boulevard and West 20t Avenue; and vacation of the approximately 5,636-square foot alley located between
Whitis Avenue and Guadalupe Street, also between West Martin Luther King, Jr. Boulevard and West 20t Street, was
submitted by The Board of Regents of the University of Texas System.

The area being requested for vacation will be developed as part of the University’s graduate business school
expansion. The area to be vacated will be retained in its entirety as a public utility easement, and partially as a drainage
easement, until such time as existing utility infrastructure is relocated at the developer’s expense. Property owners
within 300 feet of the area to be vacated were notified on November 25th, 2013. Seven objections were received.

The appraised value is $613,899. A check in the amount of the appraised value has been submitted to the Office of
Real Estate Services for processing upon approval of this vacation request.
